Some little thing, almost ridiculous it- 
self, acquires value eyes that sometimes makes 
ashamed myself.” 

The Maine poet not the only one who has ever felt 
embarrassed his sentimental attachment “some little 
thing.” all do. Yet long human friendships con- 
tinue, books that are associated with those friendships will 
not cease “acquire value.” John Winterich puts 
it, “everyone who owns books owns association copies. 
that has felt the touch loved but vanished hand. 
may have been faithful companion far journey. 
Once removed from the protection hand that loves 
them, association copies this class are obviously little 
value. But consider such association books the follow- 
ing: Shakespeare’s copy Florio’s translation Mon- 
taigne’s essays, with Shakespeare’s autograph the fly- 
leaf [or] the copy Keats’s Lamia which was found 
Shelley’s pocket after his body had been recovered from the 
sea; [or] the Yellow Book from which Browning created 
The Ring and the Book. Here are association books 
obvious, enduring, and universal

1891 sold for $190 Charles Frederickson, 
cotton broker American Civil War fame. After his death 
(in May his library was sold auction and the 
Queen Mab was bought for $650 Harry Smith, who 
made part his famous “Sentimental Library.” About 
the time World War Dr. Rosenbach bought 
this library bloc, and shortly sold the Queen Mab (along 
with other volumes) William Bixby St. Louis for 
$12,500. Bixby turn sold the book 1918 Henry 
Huntington, and now the Library San Marino 
which Mr. Huntington turned over the public 1920. 
was once quoted having said: ownership 
fine library the surest and swiftest way immortality.”

Henry Huntington would not have called the Colby 
College Library fine library,” but has its own modest 
share association books. attempt has been made 
collect Waterville Sentimental Library along Harry 
Smith lines, but the sentimental interest many its 
volumes not the less and enduring.”

February 16, 1895, Edwin Arlington Robinson wrote his 
friend Harry DeForest Smith: hope you may find something better 
than Aldrich’s for book-plate.” This book was presented Aldrich 
his Rockland (Maine) friend, William Fuller (M. Litt., Colby, 
1929). Fuller’s autograph appears page 286, with his record hav- 
ing first read this story Our Young Folks 1869, and having read 
this copy 1904, 1908, and again September 
story fresh today then, and even more enjoyed.”

Two 
years later, Braithwaite gave this book Robinson, whose interest 
play-writing once led him say: “When die, they ought put D.D.

Cornhill which Hardy’s Far from the Madding Crowd had ap- 
peared; and later acquired (and edited) The Spectator, which 
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1871 had condemned Hardy’s Desperate Remedies, that “absolutely 
anonymous story” which Hardy was urged “bury out reach, 
possible, his own consciousness.”

Alphonse Willems’ 
work Les Elzevier (Bruxelles, 1880) states that the Greek letters 
found this book are foreign Elzevir equipment, because the 
printing was done Franz Hacke Leyden, who has been ranked 
with Elzevir and Blaeu one the three ablest printers this time. 

Originally published two volumes, the Iliad and the Odyssey 
were rebound red morocco one volume the famous English 
binder Roger Payne (1739-1797), whom Dibdin (see No. 
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above) remarks: rose Roger Payne, like star diffusing lustre 
all sides. His countrymen now beheld artist who bid 
fair eclipse the most successful efforts all foreign binders, 
whatever age country.”—Bibliographical Decameron (1817), 506. 

This book was once the property Wadhull, who wrote his
